U, S. EMPLOYES’ ‘APPALLING 
AMOUNT’ OF OVERTIME WORK 


Only 47 Pct. of 3000 Responding to 
Questionnaire Are Free From 
Sunday Duty.

WASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
National Federation of Federal Em- 
ployes reported yesterday that a 
survey showed Government work- 
ers were putting in “an appalling 
amount” of overtime. 

Of more than 3000 replying to the 
organization’s questionnaire, only 
47.5 per cent were completely free 
from work on Sunday and 62 per 
cent receive a Saturday half-holi- 
day. 

“Average working hours per day 
were 8.2, and of the replies received 
only 221 Government workers have 
a seven-hour day, or approximately 
7 per cent of the total number of 
persons answering the question- 
naire.” 

The report said many of those re- 
porting an eight-hour day said they 
were on call 24 hours and the con- 
clusion was drawn that the average 
of all returns, 8.2 hours, was ‘quite 


low.”

Coffin Borne On Fiat 
Freight Car From War- 
saw While Country Peo- 
ple Pay Homage in Rain.

KRAKOW, Poland, May 18— 
Marshal Joseph Pilsudski, dictator | 
of Poland, was laid to rest today 
among the Polish Kings in the 
vault of Wawel Castle Cathedral. 
It was from the base of this cathe- 
dral that he conducted his fight for 
the liberation of Poland from Rus- 
sia. 

As the cortege moved up the hill 
to the castle the great Zygumt vell, 
rung only on special occasions, was 
tolled, and from both sides of the 
roadway torches flared against the 
deep black of flags with which the 
walls were draped. 

In contrast to the mounring 
crepe were the colorful figures of 
Polish noblemen, dressed in bright 
costumes, who joined the proces- 


sion. The solemn chanting of the 
clergy added to the impressiveness 
of the scene. 

The Marshal’s favorite horse, 
draped in black, preceded the cas- | 
ket: At the foot of the cathedral 


hill, officers removed the coffin 
from its gun-carriage and bore it: 
on their shoulers to the inner 
courtyard where President Moscicki 
paid a final tribute. 


President’s Address. 


“You wear no crown on your 
head,” the President said, “but you 
reign in our hearts. King of Polish 
hearts, your place is in Wawel. 

“We are not only orphans but} 
heirs. We cannot lose a single part 
of the tremendous’ inheritance 
which Marshal Pilsudski obtained 
for our motherland, the freedom of | 
our frontiers and our strength.” 

After the brief address the casket 
was taken to the cathedral and 
placed on a red bier before the 
silver altar in front of the sarcoph- 
agus of St. Stanislas. The long 
pontifical mass was said and then 
Generals of the army bore the cof- 
fin slowly to its crypt, followed only 
by immediate members of the Pil- 
sudski family, President Moscicki 
and high army and Government of- 
ficials. 

As the priests prayed the congre- 
gation repeated their words. A sa- 
lute of 101 guns was fired, the na- 
tional anthem was played by the 
military band outside and the sound 
of church bells and sirens rent the 
air. 

Three minutes of silence followed 
when the cannon ceased their | 
booming.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, May 18. 
—Emperor Haile Selassie issued a 
decree today abolishing serfdom 
throughout Ethiopia and equalizing 


‘the system of land taxation. 


An announcement said that the 
masses acclaimed the steps and add- 
ed that the abolition of unequal 


land taxation would advance Ethio- 
pia 1000 years in civilization. 

Ethiopia for centuries was one of 
the most profitable centers of the 
African slave trade and while other 
countries gradually abolished the 
traffic, the practice remained in 
that country even after its admis- 
sion to the League of Nations. In 
recent years slavery there has tak- 
en the form of forced labor and 
“debt peonage.” 

Italian wewspapers recently urged 
the intervention of Italy in Ethio- 
pia on the ground that slavery still 
existed and that a civilizing in- 
fluence was needed. 

Early in the present century an 
effective control over serfdom in 
Africa had been established and 
only. in Ethiopia was it counte- 
nanced. 

Opposition to the practice was 
strengthened by the admission of 
Ethiopia to the League of Nations. 
In 1925 a league committee decided 
“to assist one another forthwith 
in the abolition of the slave trade, 
Slavery and analogous conditions.” 

For some time after slave-trading 
had been eliminated it was thought 
that a sudden and enforced emanci- 
pation of slaves in a country like 
Ethiopia which had adopted a 
Christianity based on the law of 
Pentateuch and in which the prac- 
tice had become interwoven with 
the social fabric, would cause ruin 
and misery for the slaves. 


Ethiopia Names Conciliators’§ in 
Border Dispute With Italy. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROME, May 18.—The Ethiopian 
Government notified Italy last night 
that it had chosen its two concilia- 
tors in the border dispute between 
the two countries—Albert De la 
Pradelle, French jurist. and Ben- 
jamin Pattek, whose nationality 
was not known here. 

A Government spokesman said 
Italy’s acceptance of the concilia- 
tors would be held in reserve be- 
cause they are not Ethiopians. 

Two steamships sailed for East 
Africa yesterday with workmen, 
mules, horses and war materials, 


Krakow was decorated with Po-| 
lish colors, black and green. The! 
way from the station to Wawel | 
Castle was lined with high masts 
from which black flags were hung. 
Green and black banners blanketed 
the walls of the castle. 

Because of the lack of accommo- 
dations, thousands of people from 
the provinces were forced to spend 
the night in the streets. 

A delegation of Poles from Lith- 
uania brought a pouch containing 
earth from the grave of the Mar- 
shal’s mother to place in the cof- 
fin. 

When the funeral train arrived 
from Warsaw, a half hour late, it 
was forced to move. slowly  be- 
cause many peasants knelt on the 
tracks along the way. 

Among statesmen and diplomats ,; 
at the station were William C. Bul-| 
litt, United States Ambassador to 
Russia; Marshal Petain and _ For- 
eign Minister Pierre Laval of 
France, and Gen. Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, Reich air chief. 


Thousands Line Rail Route. 


Thousands of country people 
stood all night in the rain along 
the railroad route from Warsaw to 
Krakow to seé the funeral train. 
The coffin rested on a flat freight 
car, visible to the public. 

The train left Warsaw at 7:35 p. 
m. yesterday and arrived at Kra- 
kow at 8:30 a, m. today, stopping 
at the larger stations along the 
way while townspeople joined in 
funeral services. 

In the homes of peasants can- 
dies were shown in the windows. 
Near the railroad tracks others 
bore flickering torches in honor of 
the late dictator. 

Fires flamed from the hills and

WASHINGTON, May 18.—A bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of work relief 
projects waited today upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s approval and a de- 
cision as to wage rates. 
Mr. Roosevelt will pass on the 
long list of enterprises early next 
week. In some quarters it was 
thought he would announce the 
wages to be paid relief workers and 


the number of hours they will be 
required to put in. 
Wage recommendations will be 
made to the President by Harry L. 
Hopkins, director of the Works 
Progress Administration. Under 
one of the proposals he has consid- 
ered, work relief employes would be 
paid 30 per cent less than the rates 
in private industry. 
A. F. of L. Seeks Hearing. 

American Federation of Labor of- 
ficials said they expected to talk 
with President Roosevelt soon 
about the wages to be paid. End- 
less strife would result, they said, 
if the administration ordered a 30 
per cent lower scale than the pre- 
vailing rate of pay. 
Labor men said an agreement to 
cover the entire country might be 
worked out, with a less than pre- 
vailing rate in sections where nec- 
essary, and the prevailing rate else- 
where. 
Until the wage question is settled, 
officials of various agencies. said 
little beyond preliminary prepara- 
tions cduld be doné. The rates must 
be included in specifications sub- 
mitted to bidders. 
Public roads officials said _ it 
would take two weeks after the la- 
bor regulations are completed to 
approve projects submitted by state 
highway commissions. The allot- 
ment for highways, streets. and 
grade crossings is about $500,000,- 
000. | 

Army Can Speed Work. 

Army engineers said work could 
start within two weeks on some of 
the projects in a proposed allot- 
ment of $112,186,500 for rivers and 
harbors. Housing officials expect | 
contracts to be let on 15 projects 
by Aug. 1, but they do not expect 
all of the 67 projects to be under 
construction until December. 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
made public the 19 projects to be 
financed with the $1,620,200 fund 
for non-Federal PWA construction. 
These allotments were made on the 
basis of the present PWA wage 
scale, but officials said they could 
be revised without delaying the 
program. 
The Roosevelt administration has 
laid down the policy that fairly 
prosperous cities must repay a sub- 
stantial share of the money spent 
on local projects, while cities that 
have no ‘borrowing power left are 
to receive 100 per cent gifts.

LACLEDE AND THE SMOKE PROBLEM. 


Besieged upon one hand by stockholders suing to 
throw it into receivership and embarrassed upon the 
other hand by having its parent company’s stock 
hypothecated with the RFC for a loan, the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. presents an exceptional opportunity to 
the municipality to buy the property and so command 
the key to smoke abatement. 

The inquiry conducted by a committee of the Board 
of Aldermen has made it quite plain that neither 
natural gas nor processed coal can be made available 
to the community without gaining command of the 
gas distributing system. The latest proposal made 
to the committee was to process soft coal at the mines 
over in Illinois. The committee was told that a 
smokeless fuel could be made available by this proc- 
ess at a price approximating the cost of soft coal 
if the processors could find a market for the by- 
product, that is, gas. 

This brings the possibility of processing soft coal 
to exactly the necessity which confronts all the pro- 
posals to bring natural gas into the city. The only 
market for gas is Laclede. Laclede alone can dis- 
tribute it. Obviously, Laclede is not going to buy 
gas from coal processors whose product would com- 
pete with its own fuels. Neither is Laclede going 
to distribute natural gas at a price which will make 
any material contribution to a solution of the smoke 
problem. It will not do so because its artificial 
gas plant represents a considerable part of its valua- 
tion for rate-making purposes. It is not going to 
render its artificial gas plant obsolete, nor can it be 
expected to do so. 

Very well. Then the situation makes impossible 
any advance upon the smoke evil worth the commu- 
nity’s serious attention. The gas distributing system 
possessed by Laclede is the key to the situation. The 
| Post-Dispatch has repeatedly advocated purchase of 
| the Laclede property by the municipality for the pur- 
pose of breaking this stalemate. The city can con-

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A NUN IN A NAZI COURT. 

Seeking to enforce its drastic exchange laws, Nazi 
Germany gives the world the bizarre spectacle of a 
nun convicted of treason, sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary and heavily fined for paying a debt 
incurred by her order. Sister Wernera, the defend- 
ant, admitted she broke the law by smuggling out 
252,000 marks, of which 70,000 marks were used as 
payment on a loan by a St. Louis bank. More than 
50 similar cases are pending, and many of the ac- 
cused members of religious orders have been in prison 
for several months. 

Germany’s desperate economic plight and adverse 
exchange position are the reasons given for the 
stringent measures. However, it must be noted that 
the restrictions do not apply to the huge sums used 
for financing Nazi propaganda abroad. Whatever the 
need, it would be futile to expect a law to prevent 
persons of honest convictions from paying their 
debts. The present higher value of the mark in 
American exchange creates an economic as well as a 
moral motive. Many German religious organizations 
(Protestant as well as Catholic) have dependent 
branches abroad, and the exchange laws have doubt- 
less been violated for their relief. Too, the orders 
perceive in the Nazi Government's anti-religious 
tendencies that exile and confiscation are likely

FOR A STUDY OF SCHOOL FINANCES. 

The wisdom of the Board of Education in voting 
(o fix the 1935 school tax rate at the authorized 
maximum of &5 cents on the $100 valuation was 
demonstrated in an analysis of board finances pub- 
lished in Thursday's Post-Dispatch. 

The board has trimmed its annual expenditures 
down to about $10,000,000. but fiscal officers have 
heen counting on income of not more than $9,500,000 
a year. The tentative budget for the coming fiscal 
year called for appropriations exceeding anticipated 
revenue by $772,000. In the fiscal vear now ending, 
income slightly exceed disbursements, but 
school officers have feared for good reason that not 
60 much income may be looked for every year. A 
deficit has been avoided only by the fact that the 
board had a substantial cash surplus, which has 
been drawn on steadily in recent years. At the end 
of each fiscal year, June 30, the board must have 
about $2,400,000 cash left to pay bills until taxes 
are collected in December. With the existing setup 
of expense and income, the balance is in danger of 
dropping below that requirement in 1937. although 
the financial situation for 1935-37 will be sound 
| otherwise. 
| Under the circumstances, it would have been dan- 
| erous and foolhardy to reduce the 1935 tax rate to 
| 82 cents, as some board members favored at first. 
The board heeded the warning of the Post-Dispatch 
| and of its teachers and many citizens in fixing the 
full rate. 

Business recovery and a reasonable increase in the 
assessed valuation of property would increase the 
school revenues. To raise more money otherwise 
doubtless would require some sort of legislative 
action. It is difficult to see offhand how economies 
could be carried substantially further without sacri- 
ficing some of the accepted educational services, to 
which the public has become accustomed. Three- 
quarters of the cost of the schools lies in the salaries 
of the teachers. They are not overpaid. As to the 
services of the system, there is a public demand for 
more, ranging from the furnishing of soap and 
towels for the children to resumption of the summer 
schools and expansion of the evening schools. En- 
roliment in the schools has been soaring, but thanks

ABOR, it seems to me, must also choose. 

The battle of the American Federation 

of Labor in Washington for control of 
the NRA, for the Wagner labor disputes 
bill, for the 30-hour bill and for the Guffev 
bill has been vigorously, although not whol- 
ly successfully, waged. But the battle on 
that front by the leaders of the A. F. of 
L. has served to becloud its own confusion 
and losses on other fronts 

It has become an important political in- 
fluence through concentration on a vital and 
sensitive sector of legislative power in Wash- 
ington. But meanwhile, it has failed to ad- 
just itself and its internal organization to 
changes in industrial life. Its gain in po- 
litical influence must be balanced against 
its loss of power and influence in the fabric 
of American industrial. life. 

This loss might be compensated adequate- 
ly if the federation had become a genuine 
labor party; but it has abandoned any such 
purpose. On the other hand, its gradual 
“politicalization” has been accompanied by 
a continued attachment to the old forms of 
craft unionism adequate in Samuel Gompers’ 
vigorous years but now hopelessly outmoded. 
Meanwhile, it has lost the essentials of free 
industrial action. 

° a 


So much of sincerity and sacrifice has 
gone into the upbuilding of the American 
labor movement that failure today. would 
be one of the tragedies of our national his- 
tory. Yet I suspect that unless the officers 
of the labor movement face more realistical- 
ly the dilemmas forced upon it by the times, 
their effort to escape failure will ultimately 
leave them dependent upon the friendly sup- 
port of whatever national administration 
happens to be in power. 

Labor today is maneuvering itself into a 
position where it is open to devastating con- 
sequences from a’ change in the American 
political climate. If, at this moment, a 
Hharding or a Coolidge administration should 
come into power, the A. F. of L. would 
have trouble saving itself from utter ruin. 
The search for ever closer relationships with 
government, such as that contemplated in 
the Wagner bill, would provide the machin- 
ery for control of labor by a party more con- 
servative than the one now in power. 

The present liberal Democratic party, 
which recognizes the need of a strong labor 
movement, ought itself to take care lest it 
permit labor to assume a yoke from which 
it might never free itself. The remedy does 
not lie in suggesting to labor that it become 
a party of opposition, but in pointing out 
to labor that the protection it seeks from 
government must not exceed too greatly the 
rights it is capable of obtaining without aid 
in the industrial field. 

The resort to politics, of course, always 
took place in depression and was always 
abandoned, to some extent, in prosperity. 
As the years went on, however, the federa- 
tion became more and more a publicity and 
political organization. Today iit is installed 
in Washington as an “official” movement. 
The rise of the political functions of the 
A. F. of L. under William Green has made 
up, partially, for its inadequate industrial 
structure and for the persistence of the 
antiquated craft organizations. 

But the substitution of politica] aims for 


industrial is fraught with dangers. Local 
memberships are apt to become merely 4 
constituency for Washington purposes; there 
is likely to be an even further decline in 
that internal discipline and education which 
alone can build a vital unionism, useful to 
itself and to industry.

The Wagner bill in its present form seems 
like a further means of binding the labor 
movement to politics and government. Pos- 
sibly it is one step in the road to the feder- 
ation’s becoming that quasi-public, demi-gov- 
ernmental agency which Lewis Lorwin sus- 
pected was coming into existence when he 
wrote his book on the A. F. of L. two years 
ago. One of the sincerest friends of the 
American labor movement, a British observ- 
er, told me recently he thought the feder- 
ation was more ideally suited for inclusion 
in a corporative state than any of the Euro- 
pean labor movements. Indeed, if the fed- 
eration is ever to break away from reliance 
upon government, the time is now. 

The potentialities in the Wagner bill for 
controlling and directing the forms of labor 
organization appear to have escaped com- 
ment in current discussion. It seems ap- 
parent that the National Labor Relations 
Board would be equipped with powers great 
enough virtually to compel the federation 
to change its gingerly attitude toward ver- 
tical or industrial unionism. 

Perhaps the officers of the federation, 
from Mr. Green down, are aware of these 
powers in the bill and welcome them as the 
only way the federation can be reorgan- 
ized without conflicts that would tear it to 
pieces. Perhaps the federation can reor- 
ganize under the control of this board, and 
thereupon free itself from the dominance of 
the political idea. 

Under the bill, only majorities may make 
a bargain with the employer. The ques- 
tion of a majority cannot be decided on 
a mathematical] basis. An election may be 
decided by 51 per cent; but there are situa- 
tions where 60 per cent or 70 per cent, or 
even a greater percentage, is necessary to 
bring about an effective decision. 

This whole problem is much too difficult 
to be settled by abstract formulas of mathe- 
matical majorities. In my judgment, some 
effort must be made to use the technique 
of proportional voting in employer-employe 
relationships.

It seems to me that the reasons for the 
federation’s increasing reliance upon polit- 
ical methods lie deep in the federation’s 
own form of organization. 

The writer who raises the argument of 
the industrial or “vertical” forms of union- 
ism as against the “horizontal” or craft 
forms may be accused of threshing old 
straw.

NEW RAL PENSION BIL 
NTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


Some Provisions That Caused 
Invalidation of Old Act 
Eliminated. 


By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—A new 
railroad pension bill was introduced 
in the House yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Crosser (Dem.), Ohio. The 
bill will be introduced in the Senate 
by Wagner (Dem.), New York. 

The measure is designed to re- 
place the one recently declared un- 
constitutional by the Supreme 
Court. 

Last year’s bill was declared un- 
constitutional by a majority of the 
court on the ground that employer 
contributions to the pension system 
were a denial of the constitutional 
guarantee that no one shalF-be de- 
prived of property without “due 
process of law.” The majority held, 
too, and repeatedly emphasized that 
the measure’s purposes were social 
and not regulative. 

The new bill says in its title that 
it was intended to “promote safe 
and efficient service by providing 
a retirement system.” The title of 
the old bill set forth simply the 
purpose of creating a retirement 
system for railroad workers. 

Retroactive provisions which the 
Court scored severely were elim- 
inated by a change in the defini- 
tions of “employe” and “service pe- 
riod,” making the new bill ap- 
plicable only to those employed on 
or after the date of enactment. 

The new bill contains the old re- 
quirement for contributions by the 
railroads for building up a _ pool 
from which retirement benefits 
would be paid. Such contributions 
the Court denounced as a denial of 
“due process.”
